Ted Cassity of Blairs Mills has 
I proven to himself that there is a 
profit to be made from raising 
poultry in Morgan county, ac¬ 
cording to Claude C. Christian, 
assistant county agent. Mr. Cas¬ 
sity kept a record on 40 New 
Hampshire hens that were culled 
according to the county agent's 
recommendations for a period of 
four months, January 1 through 
April 30. During this period Mr. 
Cassity sold 207 dozens of eggs 
that netted a return of $109.35 
above cash expenses for feed. 
Also there were plenty of eggs 
for home use. He used six of 
these hens for meat during the 
period thus ending the four 
months with 34 hens. 

Mr. Cassity raised all of the 
feed for these 40 hens except $10 
worth. The home grown feed 
consisted of pasture, corn, oats 
and milk. 

•Mr. Cassity thinks from this 
experience that poultry raising 
definitely has a place in a farm¬ 
ing program in Morgan county.

Judge Keck was the fifth cir¬ 
cuit judge to rule the 1949 act 
unconstitutional. 

Franklin Circuit Judge William 
B. Ardery had ruled last month 
the 1949 law unconstitutional on 
a case filed by Ted Turner of 
Harlan county. The State ap¬ 
pealed the decision. 

In declaring the 1949 act con¬ 
stitutional, the high court said 
Turner "has not shown himself 
to be qualified to be a candidate 
for the nomination for the office 
of tax commissioner of Harlan 
county.” 

Arbitrary Powers Argued 

Franklin County Attorney Wil¬ 
liam A. Young, attorney for 
Turner, argued before the appel¬ 
late court that the law is invalid 
because i t delegates arbitrary 
power to the Revenue Depart¬ 
ment. Further, Young contended, 
the law prescribes no passing 
grade and exempts incumbents 
from having to take the test. 

This year’s test was void, add¬ 
ed Young, because no standards 
for it were filed with the Statutes 
Revision Commission as required 
by law. 

Young pointed out that the 
Court of Appeals had upheld a 
1942 law that required a prospec¬ 
tive candidate to take a test. The 
1942 law set 75 as the passing 
grade. The 1949 law prescribes 
no passing grade. 

Grade Called Reasonable 

The passing grade of 70 was 
determined as "reasonable and 
not arbitrary” by the Revenue 
Department long before the ex¬ 
amination was given, declared 
Attorney James A. Tyler, who 
argued for the Revenue Depart¬ 
ment. 

Tyler declared the Revenue De¬ 
partment is the proper agency to 
formulate the test because tax 
commissioners deal with this de¬ 
partment.

And fashioned for a boy of 
minor size, 

A far too shielding thing, it 
shut away 

The knowledge that would j 
make you tall and wise. 
Only when you towered above 
me did I know 
How narrow was my love in 
width and seam, 

Too late to spin new fabric that 
would go 

To help you build a taller, 
brighter dream. 

Proof in the universality of a 
poem lies in the response it 
brings from the reading public. 
One that brought many letters, 
saying, “I knew someone like 
that,” was 

WOMAN FROM THE HILLS 

She was a small, brown hickory 
nut of a woman. 

And when her well-meaning 
children brought her down 
From hills she knew and loved, 
it seemed scarcely human 
To cage her proud hill spirit 
within the town 
Where spring brought the mea¬ 
ger kiss of a fickle lover, . 
With never a fragrance to mark 
the hours by, 

Where days were sad for lack 
of the winging plover 
Or song of the lark that rib¬ 
boned down the sky. 

And yet she wove her days

Dr. George B. Byers said gross 
incomes of farmers are on the 
downward trend and costs are 
going up, leaving less net prof¬ 
its. Better management, he said, 
might be a partial solution.

him until Morgan was killed at 
Greenville, Tennessee. 

John Morgan was living at the 
home of a widow on the out¬ 
skirts of the town. In some way 
the Union soldiers had found out 
about his hiding place and a small 
squad of them went to the house. 
Morgan tried to escape by crawl¬ 
ing under the floor and was shot 
to death by the Union soldiers. 
Will Perry was near at the time 
and the squad of soldiers who 
killed Morgan beat a hasty re¬ 
treat. Perry and some of the 
soldiers took the body and bur¬ 
ied it. Later the remains were 
moved to the Lexington ceme¬ 
tery' where a monument marks 
the final resting place. 

During the Civil War Perry 
came home on a furlough about 
the time the battle of Ivy moun¬ 
tain was fought and George 
Morgan and 3,000 of his soldiers 
after the battle came through to 
West Liberty and camped for 
about three weeks across the 
river on the Wells Hill. 

On one occasion they went to 
the home of Tom Perry and tore 
down his crib and took all his 
corn and hay. Will Perry was 
there at the time but slipped 
away and crossed the creek and 


a famous cavalry rider which he 
had been for four years. 

After the war he was accred¬ 
ited with helping to restore law 
and order and to place under 
control some of the tough ele¬ 
ments. 

The first time I ever saw him 
was about 1905 one morning just 
after daybreak. He rode down 
the branch on Vance Fork to our 
home and had three or four fox 
hounds following. He had a very 
beautiful horse and was every 
inch a perfect horseman riding 
down the valley and calling his 
hounds with his horn. He stopped 
and my father and mother would 
have him come in and eat break¬ 
fast wtih us. 

As a child, I remember how 
much I enjoyed hearing him talk 
and tell of the chase. Later when 
I came to West Liberty to school 
I can remember him on the 
streets of West Liberty sitting on 
the walk at the old arcade and 
telling stories and jokes about 
the fox chase. I remember he 
would often say, “If they are not 
sure I am dead before they bury 
me, take my hounds and start a 
fox chase. If I do not get up and 
yell then I am no longer living.”

—The Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission today authorized a 36 per 
cent increase in parcel post zone 
rates.
